The Traveling Exhibit Now 
in the City. 


A LA RG E NUMBER OF VISITORS. 


Tfce A rran g em e n t of th e C ars—The 
Los A ngeles 
E x h ib it—An 
A ttra c tiv e D isplay. 


The two exhibit cars of th e “ California 
on W heels” arrived in this city yeater- 
Ja y morning, and lay during the day on 
th e track jost outside of the Wolfskill 
depot. The inform ation th a t the train 
w u in the city seem s to h are been very 
■nocessfally spread, and the interest 
w hich the 
uuUdiiuktng nan exoked 
caused a large num ber of people to pay a 
visit to the cars. Almost as soon as the 
managers opened the doors the cars 
filled up and were crowded with visitors 
a ll day long. 
A line was presently 
formed in front of the entrance, extend­ 
ing back over a hundred feet. This line 
was kept up all day, sometimes nearly a 
block in length. 
Mr. McDonald, the 
m anager of the show, who accompanied 
th e exhibition last year, says that they 
have found by frequent calculations that 
about sixteen people a m inute puts 
through the cars when a continuous line 
ia formed ontside. Supposing this to be 
a fair estim ate, it would make a total of 
seven or eight thousand visitors yester­ 
day. The num ber was certainly over 
S,000. 
The mere num ber of the visitors was 
n ot the only fact th st proved the unusual 
degree of interest taken by the public 
in the exhibition. Its arrival was made 
a common subject of com m ent on the 
streets, and m any who failed to make a 
trip to the depot yesterday expressed an 
intention to make it today. 
Along the 
line of those who were waiting to get in 
m ight be seen the faces of m any of the 
m ost prom inent and active men of the 
d ty —m erchants 
and capitalists 
and 
producers. 
I t cannot be questioned that consider­ 
in g the am onnt of space which the pro­ 
jectors of the undertaking had in which 
to exhibit th e immensely varied resour­ 
ces of the State, they have mAde a 
decided success of presenting them to 
th e view of the visitor in a very attract­ 
ive form. 
Every square inch in the car 
has been utilized. Even the ceilings are 
hong with views. The care are Pullm an 
parlor coaches,- elegant in structure and 
as roomy as possible. They have large 
windows, ana the visitor who happens to 
b e unable to get into the care, will be 
able to see a good deal by walking 
around them and looking at the hand- 
aome exhibits arranged against the glass. 
T he exteriors of the cars are painted in 
a n attractive 
form, with the words, 
“ Free Exhibit of California Products” 
in large gilt letters on the sides. 
The 
general appearance of the train is one to 
attract attention and excite .interest as 
noon as seen. 
The train is ^SBtiboled, so that it has 
th e effect of being one continuous long 
room. The first of the two exhibit cars 
contains miscellaneous products; 
the 
second 
is given up to 
wine 
and 
m inerals. 
I t 
has not been found 
possible, 
in 
the 
effort 
to 
make 
th e most of the space to arrange the ex­ 
hibits by separate counties. I t m ust be 
rem em bered in the first place that there 
are twenty-eight counties represented, 
and 
to 
divide Ithe space 
in 
the 
oars equally, (as the arrangem ent by 
w hich they have entered the organization 
of the State Board of Trade would seem 
to necessitate,) would lim it each to 
very small am ount of room. 
The prin­ 
cipal producing sections, like Fresno, 
Santa Clara, L ob Angeles, San Francisco 
an d 8&cramento, have contributed large 
cases of dried fruits, nuts, raisins, etc., 
w hich are plainly labeled with the name 
of the county from which they come. 
Loe Angeles has such a case, and the 
rest of her products are scattered about 
throughout the car. 
It happens that 
Fresno, Santa Clara and San F ran­ 
cisco counties have larger and more 
attractive cases 
than 
the one pat 
in 
by 
Los Angeles, but 
it 
does 
n o t appear that any one, is to blame for 
th e fact, or th at it indicates any dis­ 
position on the part of the northern sec­ 
tion of the State to get the better of as. 
T he Los Angeles exhibits appear here 
and there throughout the car, all labeled 
and given due prominence. The case of 
fruits from this county is given a very 
advantageous 
location, while that of 
Sacramento, for example, ia put away 
in the wine car. 
I t muBt also be borne in m ind by the 
visitor th at not all of the Los Angeles 
exhibits are in place yet. The Secretary 
of the Cham ber of Commerce has been 
waiting for the arrival of the train to 
contribute a num ber of very im portant 
articles to the show. 
Yesterday a very 
fine exhibit of oils was taken to the 
train, contributed by the Oil Burning 
and 
Sopply 
Company. 
There are 
thirteen 
cases 
of 
wine, 
which 
has 
been 
contributed 
from 
this 
county, none of which were to be reen 
yesterday. This was dne to a slight acci­ 
d ent, which will be immediately rem e­ 
died. The cases, which had been made 
to hold the bottles firmly in place, were 
found to be of the wrong shape and size 
to fit the bottles in which the Los A n­ 
geles 
county wine was 
put. 
New 
cases will be m ade immediately. 
One unforhmate feature of the Loe 
Angeles exhibit attracted very general 
unfavorable comment. This was a row 
of very small and wizened lemons just 
above the case of fruits. 
The manager 
explained that they had been with the 
«xhibit for some tim e, and wonld be 
thrown away and replaced by better 
ones. The crowning feature of the ex­ 
h ib it of Los Angeles connty throughout 
th e 
winter 
will 
be 
the 
display 
of fresh lemons and oranges which will 
b e sent from tim e to time to the train as 
It m akes its way through the East. The 
general rule in such m atters, however, 
would seem to hold good that no exhibit 
a t all of an article would be better than 
a poor exhibit. 
I t is eafe to assume that before the 
train leaves this city, this afternoon, the 
Los Angeles exhibit will be in a much 
b etter chape.

PUBLIC WORKS. 


U p o n m o n d a r . 
The Board of Pablic W orks m et yes­ 
terday, and decided to make the follow­ 
ing recommendations to be acted npon 
by the Council M onday: 
That the City Clerk be instructed to 
call attention of the Board of Regents of 
the State Normal School to th e advis­ 
ability of opening Hops street, in the 
rear of the Normal School building. 
Under existing conditions all 
pupils 
from the south and west portions of the 
city are forced to go around several 
blocks, and to enter the grounds from 
the front entrance, and the board feels 
that an investigation of the m atter by the 
Board of Regents would result in their 
at once seeing the advantage of having 
the street opened. 
Under tho present 
law for opening streets tins con Id be done 
by due process of law, but to Bave 
time and money and to B erve the best 
interests of all concerned, the board sug­ 
gests the above action. 
That the City Engineer be instructed 
to present a m ap showing the line* of 
Scarff street from Adams sircot to Ellis 
avenue sixty feet in width, it being un 
derstood that the lines of the sidewalks 
and corbs are to be defined, so that the 
row of trees on the west side will come 
within the sidewalk (theproperty-holders 
deeding four feet off the front of their 
property), the row of trees on the east 
side to be left so that vehicles will have 
a roadway on either side of them. 
That the Street Superintendent be in 
structed to put in the following cross­ 
ings: Across Commercial street, east 
line of Garcia; acroES Commercial street, 
west line of 
Vignes; across Vigoes 
street, a t the north line of Comm ercial; 
across Banning street, at the east line of 
Alameda; across Vine street, at south 
line of Jackson; across H ill street, at 
north line of Seventh; across First street, 
opposite the postoffice Station B, Boyle 
H eights; across Figueroa street,at south 
line of Ellis avenue or Twenty third 
street; across Alpine street, at west line 
of Castelar. 
In regard to the map showing the 
lines of Fort street, between Temple and 
Bellevue avenue as presented by the 
City Engineer, 
the board states that 
the m ap might be adopted as official if 
the Council deems it expedient at this 
time to open said street; but as the m at­ 
ter of opening Fort or Buena Vista 
streets has been before it on several oc­ 
casions, the board feels that it is unnec­ 
essary to make any rscommendation. 
Recommend that petition of W. D. 
Cleveland, et al., and of the Second 
Street Railroad Company, together with 
the bond of said road be filed. 
That the property owners be allowed 
to grade Marche«saault street by privato 
contract, between Los Angeles and A la­ 
meda streets and that the City Attorney 
be instructed to draft the necessary or 
dinance granting them permission. 
That the communication of Mrs. L. M. 
Bigelow in reference to the proposed 
grading of sidewalk on Turner street be 
tiled, as the proposed grading is not 
in front of her property. 
That in regard to the m ap of Lacas 
avenue as presented by the City E n­ 
gineer, making the same sixty feet wide, 
the map be declared official, and that the

C h i c a g o , December 13.—On account 
of the illness of Mills, State’s Attorney 
Longenecker was obliged to make the 
closing address to the jury in the Cronin 
case. 
He began by repelling the charge 
of the defense that the Cronin section 
of tbe 01an-na*6ael had suborned a large 
am ount of perjured testimony against 
the accused. H e said most of the Clan 
na-Gael evidence was by members of the 
‘triangle” camps. 
He then took up and 
dwelt at length on the evidence against 
Beggs. 
On reassembling court in the after­ 
noon Judge Longenecker continued his 
reply to Forreut’s argum ent, and fhon 
mttde a rapid runuiug sketch of the evi­ 
dence of the leading witnesses and the 
circomatances under which it was given, 
by way of a reply to Forrest’s charge that 
there was a conspiracy to convict the de- 
ftddante: "R em em ber that we are here 
insisting th at this evidence is so over­ 
whelming that you, as honest men nnder 
yomr oaths, cannot resist this volume of 
proof that muBt convince yon, as sensible 
men, beyond a reasonable doubt, that all 
five of these men are guilty of this 
crim e.” 


TH E CHARGE TO THB JU R Y , 
Judge McConnell then delivered hie 
charge to the jury, saying in part: "The 
manner or cause of death which in 
alleged in the indictm ent ia an essential 
elem ent of the charge against the defend­ 
ants, and the law requires the prosecu­ 
tion to establish th at averment to your 
satisfaction beyond a reasonable doubt, 
as it^ ia laid in the indictment, before 
conviction can lawfully be had. 
But 
whether or not the murder or cause of 
death waa as laid in the indictment, may 
be established by circumstantial evidence 
just as any other fact essential 
to 
conviction may be. Circumstantial evi­ 
dence in crim inal easeB is proof of such 
lacta and circumstances connected with, 
or surrounding, the commission of tbe 
crime charged, as tend to show the 
guilt or innocence of the party charged; 
and if these facts and circumstances are 
sufficient to satisfy the jury of the guilt 
of the defendants beyond'a reasonable 
doubt, then each evidence is sufficient to 
authorize the jnry in finding the de­ 
fendants guilty. 
It is the duty of the jury to enter 
npon the consideration of each circum­ 
stance proven, having in their m inds tbe 
preBnmption (hat the defendants, and 
each of them , are innocent; and if such 
fact or circum stance, when considered 
in connection with all the evidence in 
the case, can bd explained consistently 
with the innocence of the accused, it is 
their duty so to explain it. In order to 
jnitify innocence or legal gnilt, from cir­ 
cum stantial evidence, tbe existence of 
incalpatory facts m ust be absolutely in­ 
compatible with tbe innocence of the ac­ 
cused, and incapable of 
explanation 
upon any other reasonable hypothesis 
than that of their gnilt. 
" I t is not sufficient for the jury to find 
that a resolution was adopted for the ap­ 
pointm ent of a eecret committee in 
Camp 20, on February 8th, but it m ust 
further appear to your satisfaction be­ 
yond all reasonable doubt that such 
committee was in fact appointed by De- 
f A idant Beggs, and that such appoint­ 
ment waa in pursuance or in furtherance 
of a conspiracy to commit the crime set out 
in the indictm ent, and you must further 
be satisfied beyond all reasonable doubt 
that Defendant Beggs had knowledge 
of the purpose for which said committee 
was asked, or if appointed, assented to 
its p u rr e e subsequently, or you will not 
be justified in finding a participation In 
each conspiracy ou tbe part of Defendant 
Beggs by reason of the facts herein 
staled. 
That Defendant Beggs was a member 
of the United Brotherhood and presiding 
officer of Gamp 20, are not circumstances, 
standing alone, tending to establieb his 
gnilt of the crime charged in the indict­ 
ment, as there is no evidence in the case 
that any oveit act waa committed by 
Defendant Begts in the commission of 
the alleged m urder charged in the in­ 
dictm ent; therefore unless it is estab­ 
lished that a conspiracy was entered into 
to com mit the m urdar charged io said in­ 
dictment, to which conspiracy said Beggs 
was a party, he should be acquitted. 
"T he testimony of verbal admissions, 
atenúente and conversations ought to 
be taken by you with great caution, be­ 
cause that sort of testimony is subject to 
much imperfection and mistake. 
Al­ 
though you may 
believe 
Defendant 
Beggs, at a meeting of Camp 20 on May 
10th, rem arked in substance that the 
com mittee was to report to him , and 
even if yon should further believe that 
suck rem ark contained some criminal im ­ 
part, yet in no view that can be taken of 
his oaee will you be justified in using 
such rem ark as evidence against any 
other defendant. 
If you can reconcile the facts in this 
case upon any reasonable theory con­ 
sistent with the innocence of Defendant 
John Kunze, it is your duty so to do, and 
to find John Kunze not guilty.” 
The sam e charge as this was made as 
to each of the other defendants, except 
Beggs, concerning whom the special in­ 
structions above were given. 
Continuing his charge the Judge said : 
"Although yon may 
folly aud con­ 
fidently believe that one J. B. B.monds, 
the person who drove Dr. Cronin away 
from liia hom e on the night of May 4th, 
and others unknown, were members of a 
conspiracy to m urder Dr. Croniu, as 
charged in the indictm ent,and indeed,that 
ihev did m urder him , yet you cannot, 
and onght not, use any evidence respect-

In an article on the parchase of floor 
and rolling mills, breweries and other 
American interests by English syndi­ 
cates, the Timet suggests that the Ameri­ 
can people should put a stop to the ac­ 
quisition 
by 
aliens 
of 
American 
industries. It would probably puzzle our 
contemporary to show jaet how this 
•oald be done, and an eff'rt to show why 
it ought to be done would also present 
some difficulties. 
It is never the policy of an enlightened 
country to repel capital. Most sagacious 
communities invite it by either not tax’ 
| ing it at all or taxing It very lightly. Let 
% us take the case of the Minneapolis flour­ 
ing mills, instanced by the Timet. The 
English syndicate that purchased these 
valuable properties pays cash or its 
equivalent for them. In other words, 
the vast snm, for a single transaction, of 
ten to fifteen 
millions 
of 
dollars 
has 
been 
added 
to 
the 
avail­ 
able capital of the new State of Minne­ 
sota, to be applied in a dozen forms to 
the development of its practically un­ 
limited but dormant resources. English 
investors are content with dividends that 
to Americans seem insignificant. Let us 
assume that these properties in English 
hands shall net the investors in the syn 
dicate six per cent, per aennm. In that 
case it would take sixteen years to with­ 
draw from the State of Minnesota the 
lump sum of English capital which was 
placed in that commonwealth in a single 
year. 
8urely any people can afford to 
encourage financial operations of that 
kind! 
Mean*bile, to earn this six per 
cent, dividend the new owners of the 
mills will be obliged to bay the wheat 
raised by the Minnesota farmers, and 
thus stimulate production. 
In every 
sense 
the 
process is 
a 
beneficial 
one, 
as 
long, 
that 
is 
to 
say, 
as the natural laws of supply and de­ 
mand are allowed to prevail, and the 
malign feature of trustB and combines 
does not complicate the situation. 
Take, as another example, the English 
syndicate which is now being formed to 
start a gigantic sugar farm on the Centi 
nela. Before that transaction is consum­ 
mated a large sum will have to be paid 
over to the stockholders of the Centinela 
company, which will in all likelihood be 
pnt into the work of development in this 
oounty, very probably in perfecting the 
new port of Kedondo Beach. The two 
companies are so nearly allied and so 
nearly identical in their membership 
that this supposition is not strained. 
Meanwhile, the English syndicate will 
have to build large factories and make 
extensive improvements. In addition, 
they will be obliged to cultivate several 
thousand acres—five or six at the least— 
in sugaT beets, to supply their manufac­ 
tories with the required 
saccharine 
staple. 
Here 
we 
have 
a 
large 
expenditure of money which will un­ 
doubtedly circulate in this community. 
It will certainly be an unroixed blessing 
to Los Angeles, giving employment to 
hundreds who will spend their money 
here. Its indirect benefits will be great, 
for these enterprising Englishmen will 
not be here long before they will see that 
cheap coal 
reaches Kedondo, either 
from 
Australia or British Columbia, 
which they will use themselves and sell 
to os. 
We are not left to conjecture as to the 
practical effect of the introduction of 
English capital into the United States. 
The Illinois Central Railway—the real 
and original factor in Ibe creation of Chi­ 
cago—was built by English capital, and 
English stockholders have drawn large 
dividends from it ever since. No citizen 
of Illinois has ever been heard to eom- 
plain of this. 
He knows that the whole 
fabric 
of 
the 
prosperity 
of 
bis 
State 
rests 
on 
foreign 
borrowed 
•nd invested capital. 
We nse the 
word foreign in the sense of cap­ 
ital which came from outside the limits 
of Illinois. A great deal of it came 
from England. 
The views we aim to present have no 
reference to the purchaee of million* of 
acres of the State lands of Texas by for­ 
eign syndicates. H sre a principle comes 
into play that ought to be applied not 
only to aliens but to our own citizens. 
There should be a limit to the amount oi 
land that any combination of men, na­ 
tive or foreign, is allowed to acquire. 


T ru sts a n d the D rift of the 91au> 
eyed Sentim ent. 
The State of Missouri has taken the 
vexed subject of trusts in hand with a 
vigor that ought to excite the emulation 
of her slower sisters. 
The charters of 
700 Missouri corporations and 200 for­ 
eign corporations doing business in Mis­ 
souri have been revoked by Secretary of 
State Lesurer for refusing to comply with 
the anti-trust law. 
Of the 900 revoked 
at least half have ceased to exist. This 
action of Missouri has excited the New 
York Financier to a fury of denunciation. 
It indulges iu such expreesive phrases as 
“robbery,” “ piracy," “anarchism," and 
so on, and mildly characterizes the mem­ 
bers of the legislature which could pass 
such a law as “idiots." 
Not withstand 
ing the fact that euch corporations as 
the Seth Thomas Clock Company, the 
Western Associated Press, J. I. Case 
Plow Company, WeBtinghouse Electric 
Light Company, Michigan Salt Associa­ 
tion and others have been proceeded 
against, 
we 
have 
heard 
of 
great cataclysm, financial or other, from 
that State. She pursues the even tenor 
of her way, and her people rejoice in the 
asnal quantity of hog and hominy. The 
Financier seems to be rooted in the con­ 
viction that trusts are Heaven’s last, beat 
gift to man, and revels in adulation of 
the money power. 
Toe New York 
Herald, having very pertinently said that 
“Trusts are organized to anspend the law 
of competition and grind the faces of the 
poor," its weekly financial contemporary 
characterizes this square common sense 
as “false and idiotic trash." The great 
daily can probably carry itself through 
the terrible ordeal of being “ burned up" 
with becoming resignatiou. Of course 
the Financier gets its support from the 
moneyed classes of New York and re 
fleets their opinions with slavish fidelity. 
A great daily is responsible to a wider 
constituency, derives its support from the 
community, 
owes its inspiration to 
the 
average 
public sentiment, and 
is not afraid to tell the truth. 
As 
au instance of the drift of sentiment 
amongst the moneyed men of Gotham 
we append the following extract from 
the Financier: 
In our opinion, the State, as distin­ 
guished from the United States Govern­ 
ment itself, will at an early day be eo 
merged into the whole, that its present 
oaetiy and more or less useless parapher­ 
nalia will be entirely discontinued. 
As this is a tremendous issue, and in­ 
volving great interests, we slowly and 
quietly start the ball rolling, and invite 
controversy from all standpoints; our 
own being from a financial point of view; 
that is, strictly business and devoid of 
sentiment. 
Fortunately, while capital is powerful 
it is not yet supreme, and it will be some 
time before it will be able to subvert 
American institutions. 
All honor to 
Missoari, the pioneer of the right! 


bought the Midland Railway Company 
of Indiana for $40,000 at a foreclosure 
sale, and within a short time thereafter 
originated a scheme for fl oating bonds for 
$10,000,000 upon the road, the value of 
whose rolling stock, right-of-way and all 
assets is not to exceed $175,000.

“If the jary believe from the evidence, 
beyond a reasonable doubt, actiog in 
the fight of the entire charge of the 
Court, that defendants now on trial, or 
some of them, conspired together, or to­ 
gether with others who were to the 
Grand Jury unknown, to kill and mur­ 
der Patrick Henry Oronm, and that one 
or more of the conspirators, in pursuance 
and furtherance of the conspiracy, did 
kill and murder said Cronin in the man­ 
ner and form charged, then any or all of 
defendants (it* any) who so conspired are 
in law guilty of such murder, although 
they may not have actually killed said 
Cronin or been present at the time or 
place of ths killing. 
“ You ought not and cannot legally 
convict defendants, or either of them 
upon the mere doctrine of chance and 
probability. Although you may believe 
it is highly probable and very likely that 
defendants are guilty, and even that it 
is far more likely and probable that 
they are guilty than that they are inno­ 
cent, yet no amount of suspicion will 
warrant von in finding a verdict of 
guilty against defendants, or any of 
them ." 
THE JURY GOBS OUT. 
The bailiffs who were to have charge 
of the jury were then sworn to the faith­ 
ful discharge of their duty and the jury­ 
men were taken to their room. After 
considerable discussion between counsel, 
all of the articles offered in evideace, 
except Cronin’s clothes, were taken to 
the jury*room for inspection. 
At 4:55 p. m. the court adjourned until 
8 o’clock. 
At the latter hour a large 
crowd was in waiting, but the jury wan 
not ready, and Judge McConnell an­ 
nounced that he would return at 10 
o’clock to see if the jury had auy com 
munication to mako.

It simply means that thus far the 
jury has arrived at no verdict; nothing 
else. It may mean that they are delib­ 
erating apon the evidence, or that, they 
are interpreting the instructions. Cer­ 
tainly it cannot be reasonably interpreted 
as meaning a disagreement. Do not 
jump at conclusions. There is a great 
deal for the jury to consider."

Among the reports of the city officers, 
th a t of the Librarian, Miss Tessa L, 
Kelso, was of more than ordinary inter­ 
est, from the fact that since she has been 
in office th e library has made a wonder­ 
ful progress. 
H er report, which will be 
forwarded to all th e principal libraries in 
the Union, is addressed to th e Board of 
Directors and is as follows: 
G entlem en—I herewith respectfully 
s ubm it the annual report of the Los An­ 
geles Public Library, which coverB a 
period of eight m onths, dating from 
April 1st to December 1st, 1889.

Council for the fiscal year of 1889-90 was 
$18,303.05, of which sum it was condi­ 
tioned th at at least $10,000 was to be 
expended for the purchase of books. 
The figures showing the usefulness and 
history of the library are necessarily 
very incomplete, since three months of 
the eight were spent in the old quarters, 
where it was impossible to keep correct 
records of circulation or attendance, 
under the system then in use. 
Upon removal into the present quar­ 
ters in the new City H all the library waB 
closed for a period of two m onths, dur­ 
ing which time the books were cleaned, 
repaired, counted, classified, numbered, 
book plates inserted, placed in position, 
shelf catalogued in duplicate, and a card 
catalogue begun. On Monday, the 2d of 
Septem ber, the new library was opened 
to the public, completely and elaborately 
fitted w ith new furnishings in its m e­ 
chanical make up.

The circulation of periodicals for home 
use has proven to be one of the most sat­ 
isfactory features of the library, firat- 
class periodicals suggesting and creating 
a dem and for a batter class of books, and 
accomplishing much towards counteract­ 
ing the excessive percentage of fiction 
read. The addition of a very complete 
collection of excellent photographs of 
famous paintings, sculptures, architect­ 
ural subjects, etc., promises to become 
of the Highest importance as a part of 
the education of the pupils oi the public 
schools, aside from the advantages to 
the general public. Add to this the 
library of vocal and instrum ental music 
now being formed, and our community 
will find in the library a means of cul­ 
ture and convenience that will in a great 
measure compensate for the disadvant­ 
age of being so far geographically from 
the great supply centers. 
Among the accessions to the library are 
thirteen 
hundred volumes of United 
States public documents, in which there 
is a rich fund of information bearing upon 
the interests and history of our section of 
the country. It is our aim to classify and 
index these volumes to tho degree of use­ 
fulness th at their importance warrants. 
Oar reference departm ent has been en­ 
riched by the acquisition of very many 
complete seta of the leading American 
and English periodicals, which, with 
Poole's index to the same alone afford 
the public a mine of information equal to 
th at of any ordinary reference library. 
That oar citizens are awakening to the 
importance of having a good library in

The W aters G radually Receding 
The Damaff© Will Foot Up 
Many Thousands. 


A ssociated Presa 
D ispatches to th e H ebald. 


S a c r a m e n t o , December 13.—The river 
continues to fall rapidly, and all danger 
of this city being flooded Is past. The 
break in the levee on the other side of 
the river did a great amount of damage. 
The residence of a farmer named Mad I 
son was washed down and destroyed. 
None of the contents were saved. He 
also lost his barn, outhouses and fences. 
A large hop-ho Jfle on the ranch of Henry 
Paine was washed away. 
Four China­ 
men who were in the house at the time 
were washed down stream, but were 
finally rescned. 
Paine also lost a barn 
and 100 tons of hay, besides a number of 
horses and cattle. It is thought his resi­ 
dence will alsj he washed away. 


PABHERS DROWNED OUT. 


C o l u s a . December 13 —The river is 
falling this afternoon and the weather is 
clear. 
The danger is thought to he 
over. Last night the levee on J. R. 
Tolman’a ranch, south of town, o p this 
side the river, broke, and the water has 
been rushing through ever since. Tol- 
mau’s family are in Colusa. 
His loss 
will be $20,000. Most of the farmers 
south of here have brought their live 
stock to Colusa. 
Some parties went 
down the river a couple of miles this 
morning, and found the ranchers doing 
their chores in boats. 
One farmer 
naned John ^Su I van was found in his 
house all right, but had no boat and 
could not get out, as the water was four 
to six feet deep in the honse and yard. 
His horses and cattle were on top of hay 
stacks. There is no possible way of 
estimating the damage yet. 


SEEDED LANDS FLOODED. 


M a r y s v il l e , December 1 3 .—It is esti­ 
mated that in the tule district of Sutter 
county 10,000 acres of land that had 
either been seeded or was ready to need 
is now covered with water. Io that dis­ 
trict there were four breaks in the levees. 
Latest reports from the levee of the Sot- 
ter County Laud Company are that it 
cannot hold ont. 
Tuis will cover an­ 
other orea of 1,000 acres or more of seeded 
land. Both the Yuba and Feather rivers 
at this point have fallen almost two feet in 
the last twenty-four hours, and the 
weather has been clear all day.

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AGAIN IN TROUBLE. 
S t«w «rt A rréate* fo r D istu rb in g 
tiic P ea ce. 
W. W. Stewart, the attorney who has 
figured more or lees prominently at fre­ 
quent intervals during the past few 
months, was arrested yesterday while in 
bed in his wife's room, at the New Den- 
iaon House. No. 316 South Main street, 
by Officer Farmer, on a warrant charg­ 
ing him with having disturbed the peace. 
He was in a state of eemi-intoxication, 
but the officer compelled him to get up 
and dress, and accompany him to the 
station. It being nearly time for the 
Police Court to open, Stewart was not 
locked up. but was taken upstairs and 
accommodated with a seat in the court­ 
room. On appearing before Police Jndge 
Owens, the defendant was arraigned and 
apnounced himself as ready for trial im­ 
mediately, whereupon the case was 
called. The complainant, Mrs. Louisa 
Strothotf, the proprietress of the New 
Denison House, alleged that on Thurs­ 
day night, about 8 :30 o’clock, Stewart 
came to see his wife, who occupied a 
room in the New Denison. He was very 
drunk and in an nglv frame of mind. 
The witness stood upon the landing and 
endeavored to persuade him to leave the 
house, but he created such a disturbance 
as to attract the attention of outsiders 
for the distance of half a block away. 
After poshing past the witness towards 
his wife’s room, Stewart smashed a win­ 
dow with his umbrella, soon after 
which 
he 
left the 
place. 
He 
again made hie appearance about 
midnight, 
more 
intoxicated 
than 
before and insisted upon seeing his wife. 
Not wishing to havo the rest of her 
lodgers disturbed, the witness attempted 
to get rid of him by humoring his whims. 
He attempted to force his way into an 
empty room, in which he believed his 
wife to be, and after he had almost 
kicked the door down Mrs. Strothoff got 
her keys and convinced him that it was 
empty. 
A number of similar perform­ 
ances engaged the attention of the land­ 
lady until about 4 a. m., when he again 
left. 
A nnmoer of witnesses corrobo­ 
rated this testimony, and the Court 
found the defendant guilty aa charged. 
He was ordered to appear for sentence 
at 10 o'clock this morning, bail being re­ 
quired meanwhile in the sum of $100 
Stewart encountered some difficulty in 
proenriog sureties for this amount, but 
finally, about 5 :30 o'clock, secured the 
services of H . J. A. Stuhr and Henry 
Norman, the landlords of his own room 
at 32}4 South Main street, whereupon 
he was released from custody. 
CHINESE PRACTICE. 
JL- Y ou n g Cilrl D ro u g h t From S a n ta 
D a rb a ra . 
In the Township Court yesterday a 
pretty Chinese girl named Ah Moy, 
alias Guke Oy, appeared before Justice 
P. E. King, sitting for Justice Savage, 
to answer a charge of embezzlement. 
She was charged by Ah Wing with hav­ 
ing, on the.lOth of January last, appro­ 
priated to her own u*e a gold watch and 
chain, valned at $80. When the caBe 
was called for examination yesterday it 
was learned that the complainant had 
left th6 city, and could not therefore be 
found, whereupon the Coart dismissed 
the case and discharged the defendant. 
The case is one of a kind which is very 
often practiced in this State, namely, 
that of putting the machinery of the jus­ 
tices’ courts into motion to secure the 
ends of designing Chinamen. In this 
instance Ah Wing, the complainant, was 
employed by a wealthy Chinese mer­ 
chant to swear to a complaint against the 
girl, who was in a house of prostitution 
in Santa Barbara, for the purpose of get­ 
ting her into this city. But for the effi­ 
cient aid of the law this would of course 
entail the necessity of kidnaping her; 
but there is too much risk attached to 
such a proceeding, and the wily heathen 
has too mnch respect for himself to court 
danger, when he can, by simply taking 
an oath, procure an officer to do it for 
him. On arrival here the defendant was 
arraigned and placed under bonds,which 
were at once secured by the friends of 
the complaining witness, who is further 
paid to disappear about the time when 
the case comes op for trial. The case is 
of course dismissed for want of prosecu­ 
tion and generally the defendant be­ 
comes the property of the man who in­ 
stigated the prosecution. 
HOPE STREET. 
A C om prom ise G rade A ccepted by 
(b e C o n testa n ts. 
The grade of Hope street between 
Second and Fourth has been a matter of 
dispute for some time past, and yester­ 
day the property-owners representing 
both sides of the question at issue ap­ 
peared before the Board of Public Works 
and gave their views on the subject. 
Messrs. Dorland, Stewart, Cossett, Lily, 
Oahill, McKenzie and Sparr argued on 
one side 
of 
the 
question, and 
Messrs. W est, 
Foss, 
Wright 
and 
Mrs. 
Westlake 
on 
the 
other. 
There were others present who did not 
join in the argument, and after the differ­ 
ent grades had been discussed at some 
length, the following motion was made 
by Mr. Dorland and seconded by Mr. 
Stewart: That a compromise grade be 
established at the intersection of Third 
and Hope streets, making the northeast 
and southeast corners 93.00 feet above 
the datum plane, and the northwest and 
southwest corners 89.00 feet above the 
datum plane, provided the change does 
not interfere with the contract. The 
above motion was voted on by all inter­ 
ested parties present, and was passed by 
an almost unanimous vote, only one dis­ 
senting vote being cast. 
In view of the above, the board will 
recommend that the City Engineer be 
instructed to present an ordinance of in­ 
tention to change the grade of Hope 
street, between Second and Fourth 
% 
streets, in accordance with the above 
motion. 
A C ourse o f L ectu res.

“The undersigned believing that scien­ 
tific knowledge is not only a source of 
very great satisfaction, but also one of 
the beet of all intellectual tonics, and be­ 
ing fully persuaded that Prof. Dickinson 
is eminently qnalified to lead the truth- 
seeking over wide and diversified scien­ 
tific fields, would respectfully ask him 
to deliver, at such time and place 
as he may name, a course of five 
lectures on such subjects as would be 
most interesting and profitable to a mis­ 
cellaneous audience.” 
To this Prof. Dickinson replied as fol­ 
lows :

H ew* From M exico. 
E ditors H kralo—Mexico generally 
and Sonora particularly has long been a 
refuge for the Ishmaelites on the other 
side of the border. Is it to be wondered 
at that oar countrymen need recommen­ 
dations in this land where politeness is 
universal ? 
Bermosillo is the Los Angeles of the 
State of Sonora, Guaymae may be called 
its San Diego, and I believe the So- 
noranian merchants have for many years 
been known as the Yankees of Mexico. 
Take the map ot Los Angeles in 1857 
and you need make few alterations to 
obtain a general idea of the present ap­ 
pearance of Hermosillo. Even the river 
fiowing like ours bottom upwards, the 
zaD jas and their water gates precisely 
similar to Los Angeles, reminds one of 
home. 
The view of the capital city from hill 
or honse-top recalls at once Los Angeles 
in the “good old days.” 
The orchards are planted in the 
close way onr groves once were- 
the old Ramirez place a few years ago, 
with its big palm tree, adobo house and a 
big adobe wall on Aliso street, being an 
almost exact facsimile of the Huertas, 
near Hermosillo. 
There are more palm trees growing and 
more being planted, as well as large 
nurseries of orange trees. A few years 
will witness a great change in this vi­ 
cinity. Date raising bids fair to become 
an important industry. The nursery­ 
men are selling only budded varieties of 
orange trees. All their trees are on sour 
stock. One nursery I visited yesterday 
had some five or six thousand trees, in­ 
cluding Florida and California stock, and 
budded Washington navels, Mediterran­ 
ean sweets.Malta bloods, St. Michaels, etc. 
The production of oranges will soon in­ 
crease in almost a geometrical ratio. 
Land is cheap and water plentiful. 
There is a little boom in orange culture. 
In all Mexico the Hermosillo oranges 
are so _ superior as to have no 
rival 
district 
to 
compete 
with. 
You will soon be able to judge of their 
merits. We send a box to Superintendent 
Muir today. The orchardists fall into the 
same mistake we once did, of too much 
water and too little culture. The land is 
so inexhaustibly fertile that fertilizers 
are not even thought of. 
There are many Mexicans of liberal 
ideas who welcome the Los Angeles 
orange packers who are pac zing the crop 
of Hermosillo. Prior to their coming, I 
doubt if a eingle properly packed box of 
fruit had left this State. The exportation 
of their oranges by burros to Arizona has 
been going on for many years. For a 
few years only have extensive shipments 
been made by carloads. 
The oranges are distinctively different 
from California in having no sub-acid. 
They are clean and of fiue color. As the 
season goes out in January for long dis­ 
tance shipments our growers Deed not 
apprehend any extensive competition 
from this favored fruit district. 
Some one has said the winter of Sonora 
is Bum m er; the snmmer h—,something 
hotter, which correctly expresses it. 
We have been kindly treated and bos 
pitably welcomed by the municipal and 
State officials. 
Certainly this is a favored land where 
“every prospecr pleases” and of which 
I may write yon more anon.
